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Grain Handling | Records 


All Previous Records Smashed By 
C.P.R. In Alberta 

All previous grain handling records 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway in Al- 
berta have been completely smaslied 
this season, according to an official 
statement. Since the commencement 
of the grain shipping season, on Sep- 
tember 1, to March 31, the Canadian 
Pacific have placed 10,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in store and 2,000,000 bush- 
els of olher grains, and have shipped 
out of the province 83,500,000 bushels 
of wheat and 15,500,000 bushels of 
other grains. The total grain handled 
in the period mentioned is 111,000,000 
This is practically double 
the shipments made by the company 
for the whole of last season, the fig- 
ures then being 56,000,000 busfiels of 
wheat and 7,250,000 bushels of other 
grains,

They 
were William Henry Harrison, who 
held office only one month; Zachery 
Taylor, who was president a little 
more than a year; Warren G. Harding, 
who died Aug. 2, 1923, after serving 
2 years, 4 months and 29 days, and 
Abraham Lincoln, James A. Garfield 
and Willlam McKinley, who were as- 
sassinated. Three presidents died 
on the Fourth of July. They were 
Thomas Jefferson, 
who passed away in 1826, and James 
Monroe, who died in 1831.

Alberta Coal 


Over Two Million Tons Exported From 
Province in 1923 

More than two million tons of Al- 
berta coal were sold to Canadian 
points outside the province of Alberta 
and to the United States during 1928, 
according to the annual report of the 
provincial department of mines, The 
total production of coal for the year 
is shown at 6,866,923 tons. 
amount, 1,382,798 tons were disposed 
of for consumption in Alberta, 1,937,- 
753 for other provinces and 83,557 
tons in the United States.

Co-operation with the United States 
postal department is always on hand 
bul the employees are fortunate that 
the regulations on parcels going 
through the mails are not the same 
in Canada as i1 United States, for on 
the other side of the line, pigs, lambs, 
roosters, hens, dogs and cats that 
welgh under 60 pounds are transport- 
ed through the iails. The regula- 
tions in Canada run on parcels up to 
16 pounds, although there is a move- 
ment on now to inerease the weight 
a few more pounds up to 22 pounds.—

Shortage of Lambs

Living Costs May 
Be Slightly Lower 


Statistical Expert Gives Predictions 
For Coming Season 

There will be no decline in‘ building 
costs during 1924, according to Roger 
Babson, the statistical expert, in fore- 
casting prospects for the coming 
season, 

In other directions, however, his an- 
alysis and predictions of the cost of 
living during this present year are de- 
cidedly cheering to the average house- 
holder, 

“Expenditures for food, clothing 
and furniture and miscellaneous items 
are less than they were three years 
ago,” states Mr. Babson, “but hous.

Early in 
the reign of Jehoiakim, Jeremiah the 
prophet felt impelled to warn the peo- 
ple as they came to worship that un- 
less they turned from their evil ways 
and obeycd God, giving heed to his 
messages sent them through his prop- 
hets, God would send dire calamity 
upon them—their temple would be 
laid waste as Shiloh had been (the 
original sanctuary of the nation, where 
the ark had been kept, Jer. 7.12, 14), 
and the city would become an = ex: 
ample of a curse (29.22). (Another 
interpretation of the last statement is 
that the city would, become the sub- 
ject of cursing, as being contemptible.)

Production Of Canada Forests 


Total Estimated Value For Calendar 
Year of 1922 Given As 
$170,850,096 
An estimate of total forest produc- 
tion in Canada has recently been pre- 
the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics for the calendar year 1922. 
This estimate includes all unmanu- 
factured material cut in Canada’s 
forests and is the first attempt that 
has been made to estimate in detail, 
the rate al which forests are being ex- 

ploited. z > 

Saw logs for domestic use head the 
list as far ag total. value is concerned 
with over fifty-five million dollars’ 
worth of material produced. Pulp- 
wood for domeslic use comes second 
with a total value exceeding forty mil- 
lion dollars, Firewood with thirty- 
eight million, and pulpwood for ex- 
port with over ten million dollars are 
among the more important items. The 
total estimated value of all primary 
forest products is $170,850,096. 

With regard to annual consump- 
tlon for use, the production of fire- 
wood is the heaviest drain on forest 
resources, amounting in 1922 to almost 
eight hundred and fifty million cubic 
feet of standing’ timber. Logs for 
Canadian sawnills came second with 
almost three and a half million feet 
board measure, equivalent to seven 
hundred and fifty million cubic feet of 
standing timber. Pulpwood for Can- 
adlan pulp and paper mills amounted 
to about three million ‘cords, equival- 
ent to about three hundred and fifty 
million cubic feet. Other products 
in order of importance from the quan- 
lity standpoint were railway ties, 
pulpwood for exports, logs for export, 
fencing material, mining timber, 
square timber for export, hardwood for 
distillation, poles and miscellaneous 
products. 

Quebec heads the list In forest pro- 
duction, both for quantity of material 
and value of products. This proyince 
heads the. list in the production of 
firewood, pulpwocd, fencing material, 
square timber for export and miscel- 
laneous products. It also contrib- 
utes a large proportion of the saw 
logs, railway ties, poles and hardwood 
for distillation.

Income Tax Figures 


Amount of Tax Paid by Farmers 
Shows Heavy Decline 

Some interesting figures concerning 
the income tax have been tabled in 
the house. Since its inception the in- 
come tax has contributed to the pub- 
He treasury some $215,000,000. Be- 
ginning with about $9,500,000 in the 
fiscal year 1918-19, it gradually in- 
creased year by year and reached the 
peak of $78,500,000 in 1921-1922. 

In the fiscal year 1922-1923 it drop- 
ped to $59,750,000. Figures for the 
last fiscal year are not available. 

Income tax collected from agrarians 
{is included in these figures but after- 
wards they are analyzed separately. 
Some of the provinces show that col- 
lections from this class of citizen 
fluctuated considerably. Saskatche- 
wan farmers paid $572,055 in 1921-1922 
and dropped to $214,940 in 1922-1928. 
Alberta farmers began with $179,389, 
and dropped to $94,846. Farmers of 
the Yukon began with $10 and rose to 
$101. 

Canada’s public purse has bene- 
fitted to the tune of $192,334,507 from 
the business profits tax since its in- 
ception in 1917 and up to March $1, 
1924. It reached its peak in 1920 
when $44,145,184 was paid on this ac- 
count and it touched its lowest point 
{n the fiscal year just closed when 
$4,752,680 was the amount pald by 
Canadian business under this head. 
The figures are given in a_ return 
tabled in the House of Commons.
